Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 27 and 53-79 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1 -28. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention as claimed 
including the recited high performance flat sealing material further including at least one 
second reinforcing fibre with an average fibre length distribution of reinforcing fibres in 
the range of from 0.1 mm to 30mm. Additionally, the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest the recited high performance flat sealing material further including in addition to 
the components (a), (b) and (c), under pressure and elevated temperatures to give a 
reinforced composite film having a total layer thickness of 0.01 mm to 3mm. 

The prior art does not teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the 
invention as instantly claimed.
